A FREE PRESS. 
"Congress shall make no la w - 
abridging the freedom of speech, 
or of the press;" First amendment 
to the U nited States constitution. 
The above furnishes one of the 
greatest guarantees of the liberty 
of American citizens. It has been 
violated in spirit, at least* in times 
of war, but seldom in times of 
peace. 
The press of the United States 
can freely criticise the government 
or its officials with just as much 
freedom ns if they were individu­ 
als; that is, subject only to the 
liability for libel, the common safe­ 
guard of every citizen against un­ 
restrained abuse. 
Coercion can exist 
sometimes 
by means of either methods than 
government pressure for example, 
papers can be subservient to the 
prejudices of their readers, can be 
afraid of losing the patronage of 
advertisers, and so on, but the priv­ 
ilege of freedom is availably to 
every honest journalist. 
Unfortunately other countries do 
not enjoy the same freedom.
